We 
guarantee everyone will back for 
3rd and 4th helpings when they 
get a taste of any of these* 

Orange-Frosted Doughnuts 

(Makes frosting for 24 doughnuts) 
y 4 eup butter or margarine 
2 cups sifted confectioners sugar 
2 tablesp, orange juice. 

About 1 tablesp, lemon juice. 

1 teaspoon grated orange rind 
Place butter or margarine in me¬ 
dium mixing bowl; let stand at 
room temperature to soften. Work 
with back of wooden spoon or elec¬ 
tric mixer at high speed until light 


and fluffy* Gradually stir In about 
1/3 of the confectioners’ sugar* 
Then a dd remain i ng sugar and 
juices, alternately, beating until 
very smooth. Add only enough 
lemon juice to make of spreading 
consistency. Add rind. Use to ice 
24 doughnuts. 

Sherry-Apple Doughnuts 

Split doughnuts in half* Put one 
half in dessert dish; sprinkle with 
sherry; cover with apple sauce* 
Place second half of doughnut 
over apple sauce and sprinkle with 
sherry. Fill center with whipped 
cream* 

Prune-Doughnut Dessert 

Split 5 or 6 sugared doughnuts 
in half* Put one half of each in 
dessert dish; spread with prune 
filling and cover with second half 
of doughnut* Fill center of dough¬ 
nut with whipped cream. 

To make prune filling, combine 
in saucepan 2 jars or cans (1 cup) 
strained prunes, Va eup granulated 
sugar, 2 teaspoons lemon juice, 
and ^ teaspoon cinnamon. Sim¬ 
mer, stirring, until thick enough 
to mound when dropped from 
spoon. 


Doughnut-Coffee Doubl# 

With cups of hot coffee serve 
doughnuts iced with coffee icing. 
Following procedure for Orange- 
Frosted Doughnuts, combine 2 
tablespoons butter, 1 cup sifted 
confectioners 1 sugar* and % tea¬ 
spoon instant coffee dissolved in 1 
tablespoon hot water. If more li¬ 
quid is needed, use a few drops of 
cream* Use to ice 12 doughnuts. 

Tea Doughnuts 

Split plain doughnuts; toast un¬ 
der broiler; spread with butter 
and orange marmalade. Serve with 
hot tea. A tea-time favorite in Au¬ 
stralia.
